slaughterhouse twice each week; vegetables were purchased on the 
German market. Potatoes were procured each fall from local farmers 
in 100-ton lots and stored in the PFS warehouse basement. Sauerkraut 
and pickles were obtained from a German canning faotory outside of 
Potsdam in 100 kg. barrels. Dryjations, such as. groats, macaroni, 
sugar, and tes^were drawn [from the warehouse in Sataskorn 
every fifteen days, the first and third weeks of eaoh month. 

Clothing was delivered to the battalion twice a year from the 
warehouse in Bemau and kept on the second floor of the battalion 
food and olothing warehouse.

b. Basis for Rejection and Deferment 

38. In cases where an individual had tuberculosis, a heart ailment, or a 
physical deformity, he was rejected or deferred from military service. 
Rejection or deferment, however, was dependent on the degree of ill- 
ness or disability. An Individual who had slight deafness , or whose 
vision was impaired, was inducted . 


Annual Physical Examinations 

39. Subsequent physical examinations of EM were Conducted annually. 


These examinations consisted of a chest 
X-ray and a general check-up. 

Dispensary Care 

40. Ttye dispensary of the 10th Sep. GW. Bn. had about 10 beds but it oould 
accommodate 10 additional patients, if necessary, EM were kept at 
the dispensary for such minor illnesses as grippe, oolds, and stomaoh 
disorders for a period of five to ten days. The dispensary was not 
equipped to handle any major operations.
